religious denominations from subscribing to it. 
management, we are glad to observe, is to be 
exclusively Protestant; and this is an altera- 
tion which the experience we have now ac- 
quired of these institutions fully just fies. The 
languishing condition of most of our Mechanics’ 
Institutes can be directly traced to the di- 
vided counsels of the governing bodies; and it is 
imposs:ble but that these counsels will be divided 
when Protestants and Roman Catholics jointly admin- 
ister to institutions so largely educational in charac- 
ter. : 
The first step indeed that appears necessary for non- 
sectarian institutions, is to exclude from the lectures and 
the society every topic of religious or political con- 
Now, there is hardly any great question, 
even of a purely scientific or industrial nature, which 
may not have its religious and political aspects: and 


these are just the aspects that interest a popular 
audience. Some institutes go so far as to exclude from 


their library all but non-sectarian books. We knew 
of one Mechanics’ Institute in Ireland, in which 
great difficulty was experienced in procuring an ex- 
ception in favour of Shakespeare and Sir Walter 
Scott. 
Experience and common sense, then, seem to point 
out that non-sectarian institutions have considera- 
ble difficulties to contend with: a conelusion whith 
is confirmed by the contrary case of the great success 
which has attended the Yeung Men‘s Societies found- 
ed during the last ten or twelve years, But while 
wé fully concur in the wisdom of making the go- 
vernment of the Dublin Athenzum strictly Protes- 
tant, we still think that the institution might be so 
conducted that many Roman Catholics would freely 
avail themselves ofits advantage. There would be for 
instance,nothing to prevent their using the News-room, 
or the Library, or thé Conversation-room. The Lec- 
tures, indeed, should in many cases be necessarily of a 
Protestant character, and to this extent the class of sub- 
scr:bers which we have in view would lose the benefits 
of the Institution. But the benefits that would reniain, 
after this deduct'on, would be suffizient, we hope, to 
attract a large number of the more educated class of 
Roman Catholics, provided the spirit that presided 
over the management was liberal and conc:‘liatory, 
and such as may fairly be expected from the gentle- 
‘men who have been already named as Trustees of the 
Inst:tution. 


Times on the meeting of Parliament.

All 
the enemy’s army having retraced their steps, prepared 
to dispute with us the passage ; Solferino, San Cassiano 
and Cavriana formidable positions, were occupied, and 
the Ausrrians, who, sustained by a numerous artillery, 
crowned all the heights as far as Volta. Upon their left, 
in the plain between Volta Guidizzolo et Medole, ad- 
vanced in numerous columns supported by horse artil- 
lery, to cut off and turn our right. The enemy had be- 
sides, between Solferino and Peschiera, considerable 
force to oppose to the those of the King of Sardinia, 
who was marching from Desenzano to Pozzolengo. “The 
armies occupied these positions, when at five o’vlock in 
the morning, the Ist division under Marshal Baraguay 
d’Hilliers, became engaged before Solferino. The 
heights and the villages were carried and occupied after 
a severe struggle. During this time the 2nd corps un- 
der Marshal MacMahon, who was on the right of the 
‘Ist corps in the plain, took ground to its right to join 
itself with General Niel, who marched upon Medole. 
The Emperor had taken the command of the army ; his 
Majesty brought up the infa:.try and artillery of the 
guard to establish itself between the Ist and 2nd corps, 
and to carry San Cassiano, then to reinforce the 
right under Marshal MacMahon, which was a little 
exposed, owing to the movement made by General 
Niel, his Majesty sent all the cavalry of the Guard, and 
two divisions of cavalry of the ist and 3d corps, to fill 
up the space betwren the 2d and 4th corps. 

Marshal Canrobert had been charged to watch the 
movements of the Austrians, expected from the side of 
Mantua. 

During the whole-day they (the French) fought, ad- 
vancing slowly, but still always advancing in good order, 
the different corps supporting each other. The Ist corps, 
ufter having seized upon Solferino, had carried all the 
positions, one after the other, in the direction of Pozzo- 
lengo: it was only the night which stopped them. The 
Guard threw itself upon San Cyssiano, and upon Cavri- 
ana, crowning the heights. This latter village was taken 
with great impetuosity, under the eyes of tiie Emperor, 
who directed himself the fire of the artillery. 

As for the 4th corps under general Hill, it advanced 
step by step, always giving ground; there was a 
moment about 4 o'vlock in the afternoon when to cover 
their retreat, the Austr'ans made a last effort to esta- 
hlish themselves between the. 4th and 2nd corps. A 
desperate struggle here took place, in which the infantry 
and ariijlery took pectand cavalry by several charges 
iinished by. deeiding the success of this great day. 
This was the last Act of the battle. The Austrians 
began to retreat along the whole line. .The retreat 
was favoured by a tremendous storm which lasted more 
than an hour, thethunder, the hail,the wind, and lastly 
an awful water spout produced such an effect that one 
could no longer distinguish anything upon the field of 
battle, 

When the weather had become calm the evening had 
disappeared, and one could see in the distance the diree- 
tion in which his column were retreating. The Em- 
peror of Austria, who lodged at Cavriano, in the same 
place where a little later the Emperor established his 
quarters, quitted the field of battle about four o'clock, 
from the heights of Cavriane one could see the large 
column of dust occasioned by his escort. 

The Emperor Napoleon was in some manner superior 
to himself; he was seen everywhere directing the bat- 
tle, every one round him trembled at the danger 
with which he was incessantly menaced, and . of 
which he alone seemed to be ignorant.

Baker v. O' Neil. 
Mr. Sidney opened the pleadings. The action was

‘I'he de- 
fendant pleadei the wall was a party wall, and 
that he had a right to a portion of it. The 
plaintiff also averred that the defendant pulled down and 
todk away portion of the wall and left the plaintiff's 
close datibtek . that he broke and entered te close in 
question, and carried away some gravel.

After he entered 
into possession he endeavoured to prevent the plaintifi 
and others from collecting sea weed—thereby trying to 
obtain for himself a monopoly of what had formerly 
been enjoyed in common by the inhabitants of the 
locality. In the efforts made to carry out his 
attempt several collisions took place between 
the bwiliffs of the defendants and the persons 
gathering seaweed. The questions for the decision of 
the jury were, whether the defendant interfered illegally 
with the rights of the plaintiff, and whether the road 
was a public or a private one. Although there was a 
count for an assault the action was brought to try a 
right, and not for the purpose of obtaining damages for 
any assault committed on the plaintiff. It would be 
proved that for several vears these people had the use 
of the seaweed, dnd used the road as a public one. In 
Novem *er last the servants of the defendant took some 
seaweed from a cart, the property of the plaintiff, and 
it was out of this transaction the cause of action arose. 
Witnesses were examined on behalf of the plaintiff, to 
show that the inhabitants of Carlingford had for years 
gathcred seaweed, and were never prevented—until by 
the dete t—from going over the road to reach the 
place where the seaweed was.

PLUNDER OF THE FRENCH BY THE TUSCANY 
DEALERS. 

We have other enemies of a far different nature to 
contend with, and against these the French troops begin 
justly to entertain rather savage feelings. ‘The peuple 
here pre most unmercifully plundering them. The 5th 
corps carries all its provisions for man and beast along 
with it, so that for hardly any of the necessaries of lite 
are -we indebted to our churlish hosts; but there are 
10,000 objects of luxury the Commissariat does not 
supply, and for these application is made to inn and 
shop keepers or to private persons indiscriminately. 
Well, all dealers have three “advantages over the 
poor defenceless so'dier, and use all of them most un- 
mercifully. In the first place, they hold in their hand the 
coveted urticle,at acrisis in which the im providence of the 
people has made the supply altogether inadequate to the 
demand, and raised common place things, such as fruit, 
vegetables, cheese, &c., to almost fabulous prices. {In 
the second place, the dealer does not, or chooses not to, 
understand his customer, and can afford to laugh in his 
sleeve at all the big oaths, reproaches, and threats that 
are hurled at his head. In the third place, even when 
a price has been fixed to the article, and the bargain 
is struck, the poor Frenchman puts forth an honest 
bright-faced, intelligible twenty-trane piece, and 
the wily. dealer giyves~ehange in euch a Babel of 
Tusean, Lucehese, Modenese, Maltese, Genoese, and 
Parmesan, l.re, pauls; sous, centinies, cranies, 
farthings, &c., all worn-out coms, sweated into un- 
distinguishable slices dirty tin and copper, anda variety 
of mixtures of those metals, so that not only a stranger, 
but even @ native, cannot reckon the small coin for 2u 
íranes without breaking down several times in the in- 
tricate calculation: Here we are, for instance, in the 
Datchy of arma, where, as early as in 1814, the deci- 
mal French voimage was declared to be the currency of 
the states; With all that, however there is in the dachy 
a gensive lira or tranc, and an @5usive lira ; there is the 
old Parmésan lira—worth four sous—-and besides every 
variety of Italian, no less than German aud other coin ; 
é ise £wanxigers, Milanese crowns and hvlf-crowns, | 
Bavarian piastres, and all the rubbish of every one of the 
adjoining duchies. 

Armed with all these offensive weapons, the dealer 
holds the soldier completely at his distretion, :ind it is 
but to little purpose that the better and more disinter- 
ested classes step in between vendur and_ purchaser, 
endeavouring to see justice ‘done, and to prevent mis- 
understanding, which would often lead to open collision. 
Altereation is earried to such an extent, indeed, that 
sometimes the Hussar or Chasseur; unwilling to put up 
with palpable impodsitiou, will snatch up the coveted 
artiele, -either giving the first: Coin that comes to 
hand in retirn, or even refusing payment of any 
kind. Indigestion is the feeling which leads to 
this deed of spoliation, and not dishonesty ; but 
ihe rogue gutwitted by honest open violence, raises an 
outery against spoliatiuon and military plunder, so that 
it not unfrequently happens that, after two or three 
such conflicts, the shops are closed and trade is at an 
end. With the well-trained, well-behaved troops no 
blame rests. “ What,” say the Frencli even of a rank 
tar above the common soldier, “What do we care for 

your flags and flowers, your illuminations, your clapping 
of lands; and ringing of festive bells on oar arrival ?— 
Are “all the clamout and plaudits you raise 
at our approach meant to ‘express your joy 
at the good fatune that’ brings $80 miany vie- 
tims to be imimolated to your cupidity ?. to be fleeced. 
and flayed and all but quartered alive by all possible 
contrivance of cheatery and extortion ? We come into 
this country to.give our deur lives for you ; there is no 
sacrifice of private affections, no hendehion or danger 
we have not endured or are unwilling to eucounter for 
your sakes; We open our pursestrings ; we beg where 
we could take ; we ask nothing we are not ready to pay 
justly and handsomely tor. Yet every trifle we want 
we inust win trom you ai the end ot a long, wrangling, 
and chaflering buttle—a battle in which we are but too 
sure to come off losers, whatever strength and ingenuity 
we put forward in seltdefenve. 

These have been and are the bitter complaints ot the 
French ali along our march from Florence to this place. 
So it was to some extent in Piedmont. Also from Susa 
to’ Genoa. ‘These complaints are echoed by all true- 
hearted Italians among the intelligent and disinterested 
classes. But a dealer, great or small, is everywhere the 
same, He has no country, all is fair in a bargain. He 
will equally “ do” friend or enemy, oppressor or liberator.
